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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES. 


THE   GOVERNOR. 

Henry  Wilder  Keyes  of  Pine  Grove  Farm,  North  Haverhill,  elected 
governor  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  years  1917  and  1918,  was  born  in 
Newbury,  Vt.,  May  23,  1863,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Emma  (Pierce) 
Keyes.  His  father  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  state 
of  Vermont,  and  his  farm  estate  of  1,500  acres,  on  both  sides  of  the 
Connecticut  River  at  Newbury  and  Haverhill,  was  made  by  him  a 
model  of  its  kind,  and  so  has  been  maintained  by  the  governor-elect. 
The  latter  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston,  at  Adams 
Academy  and  at  Harvard  College,  from  which  institution  he  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  1887.  Mr.  Keyes  was  promi- 
nent in  athletics  at  Harvard,  being  a  member  of  the  track  and  football 
squads  and  rowing  on  the  'varsity  crew  four  years,  its  captain  as  a 
senior.  His  popularity  was  attested  by  his  election  as  first  marshal  of 
his  class  for  Commencement  Week,  an  honor  which  generally  is  con- 
sidered the  highest  within  the  gift  of  the  student  body.  After  travel- 
ling extensively  in  Europe  Mr.  Keyes,  with  avenues  to  success  in  pro- 
fessional and  business  life  open  before  him,  chose  instead  the  life  of  a 
farmer  and  determined  to  devote  himself  to  New  England  agriculture. 
To  this  purpose  he  has  remained  steadfast  and  as  a  general  farmer  and 
as  a  breeder  of  blooded  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  swine,  he  has  attained 
wide  renown.  For  a  quarter  of  a  century  Mr.  Keyes  has  been  a  well- 
known  public  man  of  the  state.  In  1891  and  in  1893  and  once  more 
in  1915  he  represented  the  town  of  Haverhill  in  the  State  House  of 
Representatives  and  in  1903  he  was  a  member  of  the  State  Senate. 
He  was  a  trustee  of  the  New  Hampshire  College  at  Durham,  1893-96. 
In  1903  he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  state  license,  now  excise, 
commission,  and  so  served,  with  the  exception  of  a  two-year  interval 
under  Democratic  rule,  until  he  resigned  in  1916  to  become  candidate 
for  governor.  Of  all  his  public  service,  however,  Governor  Keyes 
takes  the  most  pride  in  his  seventeen  terms  as  selectman  of  Haverhill, 
a  position  in  which  he  has  rendered  that  town  most  valuable  service. 
Outside  of  his  farm  management  and  his  public  service,  Mr.  Keyes 
has  various  and  important  business  connections.  He  has  been  a 
director  and  president  of  the  Passumpsic  and  Connecticut  Rivers 
Railroad  corporation;  a  director  of  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company;  president  of  the  AYoodsville  National  Bank; 
and  vice-president  of  the  Nashua  River  Paper  Company  of  Pep- 
perell,  Mass.,  of  which  his  brothers  are  the  other  executive  officers. 
Upon  becoming  a  candidate  for  the  gubernatorial  nomination,  and  in 
view  of  the  possibility  that  railroad  legislation  may  be  needed  in  1917, 
Mr.  Keyes  withdrew  from  official  connection  with  the  railroad  corpora- 
tion of  wdiich  he  was  the  head.    Mr.  Keyes  is  a  Mason  and  a  Patron 
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of  Husbandry  and  by  religious  affiliation  a  Protestant  Episcopalian. 
He  married  at  Newbury,  Vt.,  June  8,  1904,  Frances  P.,  daughter  of 
John  H.  and  Louise  (Johnson)  Wheeler,  and  they  have  three  children: 
Henry  Wilder  Keyes,  Jr.,  born  March  22,  1905;  John  Parkinson  Keyes, 
born  March  26,  1907;  and  Francis  Keyes,  born  December  4,  1912. 

THE   EXECUTIVE   COUNCIL. 

District  Number  One. — Miles  W.  Gray,  Republican,  of  Columbia 
(post-office  address,  Colebrook),  was  born  in  Lunenburg,  Vt.,  August 
11,  1853,  the  seventh  child  of  Miles  and  Marion  (Blake)  Gray.  His 
mother  died  when  he  was  three  years  old  and  at  the  age  of  11  he  lost 
his  father.  He  grew  up  in  Vermont,  working  on  a  farm  and  attending 
school  winters,  until  he  was  sixteen,  when  he  came  to  New  Hampshire. 
Since  1875  he  has  been  an  extensive  farmer  in  the  town  of  Columbia, 
with  large  real  estate,  lumbering  and  other  business  interests  in  both 
New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  He  is  president  of  the  Colebrook 
National  Bank  and  a  trustee  of  the  Colebrook  Guaranty  Savings 
Bank.  He  has  served  several  terms  as  selectman  and  county  com- 
missioner and  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  1897,  serving  on  the 
committee  on  education.  He  is  a  member  of  the  advisory  board  of 
the  state  department  of  agriculture.  He  is  a  charter  member  of  Cole- 
brook Lodge,  No.  38,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  Colebrook,  is  a  Patron 
of  Husbandry,  and  in  religious  belief  is  a  Universalist.  Mr.  Gray 
married  in  Columbia,  October  29,  1880,  Harriet  L.  Tilton.  They 
have  one  child. 

District  Number  Two. — Charles  W.  Varney,  Republican,  of 
Rochester,  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Me.,  June  4,  1884,  the  son  of  David 
W.  and  Abbie  (Tebbetts)  Varney.  He  attended  the  town  schools  and 
later  the  Bryant  and  Stratton  Business  College  in  Boston.  Entering 
the  insurance  business  in  Boston,  he  soon  came  to  Rochester  for  a 
similar  purpose  and  has  since  so  continued.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  1913  and  of  the  State  Senate  of  1915, 
making  an  excellent  record  in  both  branches  of  the  General  Court. 
Councilor  Varney  is  a  32d  degree  Mason  and  is  especially  prominent 
in  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  being  the  state  lecturer  of  that  body  for 
New  Hampshire.  He  also  is  an  Odd  Fellow  and  a  member  of  various 
clubs.    He  attends  the  Methodist  Church;  is  married,  and  has  one  son. 

District  Number  Three. — Moise  Verrette,  Democrat,  of  Man- 
chester, is  engaged  in  the  wholesale  and  retail  grocery  and  provision 
business  in  that  city  on  a  large  scale.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Demo- 
cratic National  Convention  in  St.  Louis  in  1916,  but  had  not  previously 
been  identified  with  political  activities.  Mr.  Verrette  is  the  first  citizen 
of  New  Hampshire  of  French  descent  to  hold  office  in  the  executive 
council  and  is  the  third  man  of  Roman  Catholic  religious  faith  to  be 
thus  honored,  his  predecessors  in  this  respect  being  Col.  John  C. 
Linehan  of  Concord  and  Hon.  John  B.  Cavanaugh  of  Manchester. 
He  was  born  in  Stanfold,  Canada,  March  1,  1857,  and  received  a  public 


school  education.  He  is  married  and  has  five  children.  He  belongs 
to  Club  Jolliet,  Societe  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  Association  Canado-Ameri- 
caine. 

District  Number  Four. — William  D.  Swart,  Republican,  of 
Nashua,  was  born  in  New  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  July  9,  1856,  and  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Wilbraham  Academy.  After 
engaging  successfully  in  business  in  New  York  City  and  Newark,  N.  J., 
he  located  in  Nashua  in  1890  and  since  that  time  has  been  one  of  the 
city's  most  prominent  business  men,  as  one  of  the  owners  of  the  Roby 
&  Swart  Manufacturing  Company  and  identified  with  many  other 
interests.  Colonel  Swart,  who  gained  his  title  from  service  on  Governor 
Ramsdell's  staff,  is  a  32d  degree  Mason,  member  of  the  Nashua  and 
Vesper  Country  clubs  and  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Club.  He  attends 
the  Congregational  Church.  He  married  Miss  Lizzie  A.  Roby  of 
Nashua  and  they  have  a  son  and  a  daughter.  Colonel  Swart  has  been 
president  of  the  Nashua  Board  of  Trade,  president  of  the  Nashua  city 
council  and  fire  commissioner  of  that  city.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  1909  and  of  the  State  Senate  of  1911, 
being  elected  to  the  presidency  of  that  body. 

District  Number  Five. — Edward  Herman  Carroll,  Republican, 
was  born  in  Sutton,  October  30^  1854,  the  second  son  of  Alonzo  C. 
and  Mercy  A.  (Hale)  Carroll.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Si- 
monds  Free  High  School  at  Warner  and  was  in  the  mercantile  business 
there  with  his  father  until  1894,  when,  for  two  years,  he  was  located 
in  Manchester  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business.  Returning 
to  Warner  he  has  since  continued  his  residence  there,  extensively 
engaged  in  farming  and  lumbering  and  real  estate  operations.  He  was 
postmaster  of  Warner,  1877-84;  school  board  member,  1886-89; 
county  treasurer,  1890-92;  member  of  the  Legislature,  1893;  national 
bank  examiner,  1898-1905;  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  1912.  Mr.  Carroll  married,  August  13,  1877,  Susie  C.  Putney,  and 
they  have  one  son,  Edward  L.,  who  is  in  business  with  his  father. 
Councilor  Carroll  is  a  Universalist  in  religious  belief,  a  Mason,  Knight 
Templar  and  Shriner.  He  has  been  a  bank  trustee  for  twenty-nine 
years  and  is  deemed  one  of  the  best  business  men  and  expert  lumber 
operators  in  the  state. 

THE   HONORABLE  SENATE. 

District  Number  One. — Daniel  James  Daley,  Democrat,  born  in 
Lancaster,  January  27,  1858;  educated  there  in  the  common  schools 
and  the  academy;  lawyer,  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1885;  married,  one 
daughter;  Roman  Catholic;  prominent  in  the  business  development  of 
the  city  of  Berlin,  of  which  he  was  mayor,  1910-15.  Other  offices  held 
by  him  include  town  treasurer,  Berlin,  1886-87;  solicitor,  Coos  county, 
1888-92;  member  city  council,  Berlin,  1901,  1902,  1903;  member 
Constitutional  Convention,  1902;  member  board  of  education,  Berlin, 
1907,  1908,  1909.    Senator  Daley  is  an  Elk,  a  member  and  trustee  of 


the  Berlin  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Bar 
Association. 

District  Number  Two. — Wilbur  A.  Marshall,  Democrat,  of  Cole- 
brook,  is  one  of  the  most  extensive  lumber  operators  in  the  north 
country.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1915, 
serving  on  the  committee  on  agricultural  college.  Senator  Marshall 
was  born  in  Columbia,  February  4,  1864,  and  educated  in  the  public 
schools.  He  is  married  and  has  four  children;  Methodist;  Odd  Fellow 
and  Knight  of  Pythias;  served  both  Columbia  and  Colebrook  as 
selectman. 

District  Number  Three. — Alfred  Stanley,  Republican,  of  Ply- 
mouth; born  at  Barnet,  Vt.,  January  2,  1857;  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  St.  Johnsbury  (Vt.)  Academy;  pulp  manufacturer; 
Congregationalist;  married,  eight  children;  Mason;  has  served  as 
selectman  and  supervisor  and  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  1915,  serving  on  the  committee  on  appropriations. 

District  Number  Four. — Nathan  0.  Weeks,  Republican,  of  Wake- 
field (post-office  address,  East  Wakefield) ;  born  in  Wakefield,  January 
26,  1855,  and  educated  there;  engaged  in  lumbering  and  farming; 
widower;  Congregationalist;  postmaster  for  seventeen  years  at  East 
Wakefield;  member  of  school  board;  selectman  seven  years;  member 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1909  and  of  1915,  serving  on  the 
committees  on  fisheries  and  game  and  incorporations. 

District  Number  Five. — Joseph  B.  Perley,  Republican,  of  En- 
field; born  in  Enfield,  January  26,  1881;  educated  at  Brewster  Free 
Academy,  Wolfeboro,  Dartmouth  College,  Brown  University  and  the 
Albany  (N.  Y.)  Business  College;  extensive  dealer  in  cattle  and  lumber; 
Congregationalist;  widower,  one  son;  Mason;  director  of  the  People's 
Trust  Company,  Lebanon;  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
1911  and  1913,  serving  on  the  committees  on  ways  and  means  and 
elections. 

District  Number  Six. — Fred  S.  Roberts,  Republican,  of  Laconia; 
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native  of  Brighton,  Mass.;  educated  in  the  public  schools;  wholesale 
and  retail  provision  dealer;  married;  Congregationalist;  Mason  and 
Knight  of  Pythias;  has  served  in  the  city  council  and  as  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  1905,  being  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittees on  county  affairs  and  fish  and  game. 

District  Number  Seven. — Obe  G.  Morrison,  Republican,  of  North- 
field  (post-office  address,  Tilton);  born  in  Northfield,  October  15,  1851; 
educated  at  Tilton;  woolen  manufacturer;  Congregationalist;  Mason 
and  Knight  Templar;  married,  one  daughter;  has  been  selectman  and 
town  treasurer;  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1885  and  again  in  1915, 
serving  on  the  committees  on  manufactures  and  public  improvements. 

District  Number  Eight. — Jesse  M.  Barton,  Republican,  of  New- 
port; born  in  Newport,  January  21,  1870;  educated  at  Kimball  Union 
Academy,  Dartmouth  College,  class  of  1892,  and  Boston  University 
Law  School;  lawyer;  religious  belief,  Christian;  Mason,  Odd  Fellow; 
married,  one  child;  chairman  of  the  Republican  state  committee,  1912; 
judge  of  probate,  Sullivan  County,  since  1906;  formerly  trustee  of 
State  Industrial  School;  trustee  of  Newport  Savings  Bank;  member 
of  Psi  Upsilon  college  fraternity. 

District  Number  Nine. — Stillman  H.  Baker,  Republican,  of  Hills- 
borough; born  in  Croydon;  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Concord; 
furniture  dealer  and  auctioneer;  Congregationalist;  Mason,  Odd  Fel- 
low; has  been  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  tax  collector, 
member  of  the  board  of  education,  overseer  of  the  poor,  moderator, 
commissioner  of  Hillsborough  County  twelve  years,  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  1893,  1909,  1911,  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  state  institutions. 

District  Number  Ten. — Forrest  W.  Hall,  Republican,  of  West- 
moreland; born  in  Westmoreland,  October  29,  1855;  educated  in  the 
schools  of  that  town;  farmer;  married,  two  sons;  Baptist;  member  of 
the  Grange  and  of  the  Keene  Commercial  Club;  has  been  supervisor, 
selectman,  member  of  school  board,  commissioner  of  Cheshire  County, 
1907-13,  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1903  and  again 
in  1915,  serving  on  the  committees  on  education  and  on  state  hospital. 

District  Number  Eleven. — Charles  W.  Fletcher,  Republican,  of 
Rindge  (post-office  address,  West  Rindge);  born  in  Rindge  in  1879; 
educated  there,  at  the  Murdock  School,  Winchendon,  Mass.,  and 
Dartmouth  College,  class  of  1901;  merchant;  married,  one  daughter; 
Congregationalist;  Mason,  Patron  of  Husbandry;  member  of  Cheshire 
County  Farmers'  Association,  Jaffrey  Country  Club,  New  Hampshire 
Historical  Society;  postmaster,  1903-11,  moderator  ten  years,  member 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1911,  delegate  to  the  constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1912. 

District   Number   Twelve. — Willis    C.    Hardy,    Republican,    of 
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Hollis;  born  in  West  Cambridge,  Mass.;  educated  there  and  at  Hollis; 
at  present  engaged  in  farming;  Congregationalist;  married,  one  child; 
member  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  A.  O.  U.  W.,  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  White  Mountain  and  Cape  Cod  Travellers'  associa- 
tions; trustee  of  town  public  funds;  member  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  1909,  serving  on  the  committee  on  agriculture. 

District  Number  Thirteen. — Marcel  Theriault,  Republican,  of 
Nashua;  born  at  St.  Jaques,  N.  B.,  November  22,  1885;  educated  at 
Nashua  and  at  the  Boston  University  Law  School,  where  he  served  as 
an  instructor  after  his  graduation;  lawyer;  widower,  two  sons;  Roman 
Catholic;  member  of  Gamma  Eta  Gamma  law  school  fraternity, 
Nashua  Grange,  Lone  Pine  Hunters'  Club,  Union  Marquette,  Mont- 
calm Club;  one  of  the  youngest,  if  not  the  youngest,  man  ever  elected 
to  the  Senate. 

District  Number  Fourteen. — Fred.  M.  Pettengill,  Democrat,  of 
Pembroke  (post-office  address,  Suncook) ;  born  in  Pembroke,  May  17, 
1871;  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  Pembroke  Academy; 
dealer  in  cattle  and  lumber;  married,  three  children;  member  of  the 
Grange,  Odd  Fellows  and  Moose;  served  as  selectman  for  three  years; 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1915,  serving  on  the  com- 
mittee on  forestry. 

District  Number  Fifteen. — Nathaniel  E.  Martin,  Democrat,  of 
Concord;  born  in  Loudon,  August  9,  1855;  educated  at  the  Concord 
High  School;  lawyer;  married;  member  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  and  Elks; 
has  been  solicitor  of  Merrimack  County  and  mayor  of  the  city  of 
Concord  and  is  the  only  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Senate 
of  1915  re-elected  to  serve  in  1917.  Besides  his  law  practice,  which  is 
one  of  the  largest  in  the  state,  Senator  Martin  is  extensively  engaged 
in  farming,  lumbering  and  other  business  enterprises. 

District  Number  Sixteen. — William  H.  Maxwell,  Republican,  of 
Manchester;  manager  of  the  Maxwell  Ice  Company. 

District  Number  Seventeen. — Fred  O.  Parnell,  Republican,  of 
Manchester;  born  in  Stanstead,  P.  Q.,  October  25,  1865;  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town;  merchant;  married,  six  children; 
Congregationalist;  Mason,  Odd  Fellow  and  member  of  the  Calumet 
Club;  member  of  the  Manchester  board  of  aldermen  from  1905  to 
1910  continuously;  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1901. 

District  Number  Eighteen. — Michael  F.  Shea,  Democrat,  of 
Manchester;  born  in  Manchester,  November  15,  1875;  educated  at 
Park  Street'  Grammar  School,  St.  Joseph's  High  School,  Manhattan 
College,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  'varsity  baseball  team,  and  the 
Boston  University  Law  School;  lawyer;  married,  six  children;  Roman 
Catholic;  member  of  the  A.  O.  H.;  member  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  1905  and  1907,  serving  on  the  committees  on  revision  of 
the  statutes  and  journal  of  the  house. 
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District  Number  Nineteen. — Cyprien  J.  Belanger,  Democrat,  of 
Manchester;  born  in  Hebertville,  Can.,  April  10,  1878;  educated  at 
St.  Hyacinthe,  St.  Anselm's  College,  Montreal  Seminary  and  Boston 
University  Law  School;  lawyer;  married,  one  child;  Catholic;  member 
of  Club  Jolliet,  Cercle  National,  Maennerchor,  etc.;  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  1909  and  1913,  serving  on  the  com- 
mittees on  judiciary  and  ways  and  means. 

District  Number  Twenty. — John  Harold  Bates,  Democrat,  of 
Rochester  (post-office  address,  East  Rochester);  born  at  Sumner,  Me., 
January  16,  1870;  educated  at  Hebron  Academy  and  Bowdoin  College; 
physician;  married,  three  children;  Unitarian;  Mason,  Odd  Fellow, 
Elk,  Patron  of  Husbandry;  member  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  and  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  fraternities;  has  served  on  the  Rochester  school  board 
and  was  mayor  of  the  city  of  Rochester  in  1912. 

District  Number  Twenty-One. — George  I.  Leighton,  Republican, 
of  Dover;  born  in  Danville,  Vt.,  in  1870;  educated  in  the  academy 
there;  restaurant  proprietor;  married;  Protestant;  Mason,  Knight  of 
Malta,  Red  Man;  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1902 
and  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1907  and  in  1915, 
serving  at  the  latter  session  on  the  committees  on  railroads  and  claims. 

District  Number  Twenty-Two. — Daniel  M.  Boyd,  Republican, 
of  Londonderry  (post-office  address,  Deny) ;  born  in  Londonderry, 
April  23,  1858;  educated  in  the  town  schools  there;  farmer  and  lum- 
berman; married;  Presbyterian;  Odd  Fellow  and  Patron  of  Husbandry; 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  1909;  received  the  largest 
number  of  votes  for  senator  from  the  nineteenth  district  in  1912,  but 
under  the  plurality  rule  the  election  was  thrown  into  the  Legislature 
and  his  Democratic  opponent  given  the  seat. 

District  Number  Twenty-Three. — Clarence  Morton  Collins, 
Republican,  of  Danville  (post-office  address,  South  Danville) ;  born  in 
Danville,  August  12,  1858;  educated  at  New  Hampton  Literary  Insti- 
tution; shoe  manufacturer;  married,  two  children;  Free  Baptist; 
Mason,  Knight  Templar;  Scottish  Rite,  Eastern  Star;  has  held  various 
town  offices  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1912. 

District  Number  Twenty-Four. — Calvin  Page,  Democrat,  of 
Portsmouth;  born  in  North  Hampton,  August  22,  1845;  educated  at 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  and  Harvard  College;  lawyer;  married,  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  John  H.  Bartlett;  Unitarian;  Mason,  Knight  Templar, 
member  of  the  Warwick  Club  and  Portsmouth  Yacht  Club;  president 
and  director  of  various  railroads,  insurance  companies,  banks,  etc.,  and 
trustee  of  the  Frank  Jones  estate ;  has  been  city  solicitor,  police  court 
judge,  twice  mayor  of  Portsmouth,  water  commissioner,  school  board 
member  thirty  years,  collector  of  internal  revenue,  twice  previously 
state  senator,  delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1889,  etc.

Atkinson. — Herbert  N.  Sawyer,  Republican  (post-office  address, 
Haverhill,  Mass.,  R.  F.  D.);  born  in  Atkinson,  July  6,  1860;  educated 
in  the  public  schools  and  at  Atkinson  Academy;  farmer  and  milk  dealer; 
married,  two  sons;  Universalist ;  Odd  Fellow  and  Patron  of  Husbandry, 
five  years  master  of  the  local  Grange;  several  terms  selectman;  member 
of  the  school  board  for  thirty-two  years  and  its  chairman  at  the  present 
time.
